L^ Look at them." the thin, shivering lenlry 
l^rumbled. pointing to (he Briti»h men-of-war 
riding at anchor near the Jeney shore. "Anchored 
tn New York harbor for a year now wilh nary 
a challenge from us!" 
» The lanky sergeant he spokc to nodded gravely 
l 'Aye. ihe British have us boltled up on the $eas 
1 If we could only hght back )usi once! Mr. Bush 
Jneir* craft might do the job, l've been working 
fwith him. learnlng to operate it.*" 
W The speaker was Sergeant Ezra Lee of the 
JContinental Army. The scene was the Jersey bank 
of the Hudson at the foot of the majestic Pali- 
iades And the year was 1776. The British. under 
,C«"nera! Howe. occupied the city. and the fleet 
rcrowded the roomy harbor. American morale wai 
I low and Washington s Army was fighting skir- 
mishes, trying to build up its strength. ^ 



Ne ene believed in David Bu«hnell s weird craft 
*vhen he broughl it to New York. American of- 
ficers laughed without humor when they saw it. 
Shsped Uke an oyster standing on end. it wai 
like notfrtng cver secn before. But David Bush' 
nell kncw it would work. Hi& brolher wu Iraioed 
in ils operalion. 

A small ship farther up ihe Hudson wàt used 
as ihe molher ship. From herc Bushnrll and his 
brolher made ihe final ad)usiments before it wa> 
used against the cnemy for the firsi Ijme. And Ìt 
was on this ihip that BushneH s brother becuM 
ili. too ill lo operate Bushnetl s submersible. 

Sgt. tee had been underfoot during thc tinic 
Bushnell worked on the submarme, u Bushnell 
called it. He volunteered at once. 

' Tve got a pi'etty good nolion how it works. 
Mr. Bushnell." he said. "and you can teach me 
the rest of it pretty q«ick! Let me give it « Iry!" 
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Bushnell had no choice. Once mor^ h« explun- 
cd how it worked 'The hull is madc of reinforccd 
timbcTs ninning from top to bottom. Once uodcr 
wftter you have no lights so you'll havfl to know 
how ìo operate by feel alonet You'U havc a com- 
pasa painled vvith sulphurous paint that shtnea 
Ìn the dark. 

"There's enough air to keep you alive for 
thirty minutes. At thc end of that ttmc you cu 
■urface and renew the air. then submerge for an- 
other thirty minutes. Now, get in aod weil »ce if 
you can operate it in the water. ' 

Ezra Lee didn t f#el as hrave when he'd climbed 
dewD ittto the Taille, as Buihoell s craft wu call- 
c<L 




He had no roora to turn around ar>d it tmclted 
of lar and oakum from the calking between thc 
beuns. He located the foot pedals that tumed 
ihe "oars constructed on ihe order of a wood 
screw", the first ever used bn marine craft. Bush- 
neli's u« of the marine screw preceded by thirly 
years the recognized invention. Then. pedaling 
hard. Eira Lee drew away from the mother ship. 
The Tnrtlc was moving under her own power. 
Bushnell hovered in a boat close by. shoutiog di- 
rectìons. 

' The vertical tcrew wiH cause you lo rite or 
descend in the water. There are two brass forcing 
pumps in the bilges to makc the Tortle buoyaot 
enough to float or hcavy lo sink. Clote the hatch. 
and descend!" 

Ezra Lee. dripping with perspiration. cloi^cd the 
hatch. He was atone in the weird craft and he 
didn't know if he was below the surface or nol 
as he followed instructions. He let watcr into the 
ballaat lank on the bottom. then began tumìng 
thc handle of the vertically mounted screw that 
would lake him to the bottom. Hc did know ihal 
the Hudson was aboul twenty-five fcel deep at 
that point. 

On the sui/ace. David Bushoell watchcd Lee't 
arm swiog the hatch shul. Then the Tortlt drifted 
a moment. Then it secmed to be sinking. It wu 
sinking! The waters rose slowly until only the top 
of the crud^ screw propeller was leen. Thcn that 
bcgan lo lum and it too disappcared beoeath thc 
turfaee. 



Anxìous «eamen arKl sotdìers watched m» five 
minutes went by. (htn ten. David Bushnell was 
more anxious than ihey as they watrHed the 8po( 
where ihey expected il to surface. Then they 
heard a shout and turned. Ezra Lee had navigaled 
«he submarine a quarter of a mile the first timet 

Bushnell made a line fast and tov>red the boat 
to the mothef ship. Elzra Lee had a lot of ques- 
tions to aslc. 

"How can I tell when to come up?" 

' Malte one constant speed. say two koots, 
fottow your ìlloniinated compass. and when you 
turface. be prepared lo go down again at oncel" 

Lee nodded. ' What about attaching the ex- 
plosive to the ships? How wilj | do that> I can't 
Set at the ship hull with oay bare haods or I'U 
drownl" 

"The screw on top." Bushnell explained. "is 
designed lo drive through solid oak! AJter it 
penetrales the ship's beams. it can be detached. 
The explosìve, wrapped to keep out water, will 
be atlached to the wood screw and have « liming 
mechanism on it ! Drive the screw ìnto the wood, 
retease ihe explosive. and get awayf It will work. 
Sergeant. I know it willl" 

Sgt. Lee pracliced hour after hour. gctting to 
know BushneH s Tnrtie perfectlyL Then, he and 
BushnelÌ went down river and selected a largel. 
Bushnell wanted to sink the biggesl merchanlman 
he could tee. Sgt. Lee disagreed. 

"We ean't do ihe Bntith any cripplmg harm." 
Lee argued. "bul we can cause the 'Taitla to cur- 
lail their movemenl, anchor cioser lo Manhattan 
Island! If w stnk a merchant ship, the Naval 
ofHcers won t be too worried. " 

Bushnell listened, approving. "But if we sink 
« ship like the Eacle out there," Lee went on, 
pomting to a majestic 64 gun man-of-war. "the 
Navy will begin lo worry! They mighl even send 
some of (heir ships back to England where they ll 
be safel" 

Bushnell was agreed. Ihe pair made their way 
back lo the mother ship and preparations were 
made. The torpedo, a package of ordinary black 
powder. was made up and rigged aboard thc 
Tnrrie. Lee put two canteens of water in the 
crafl and took some sandwiches. And the captain 
of ihe mother ship was persuaded to move his 
ship down periiously cloae to the' bigger Bntiih 
vessels. 

"This is as cloie as I go." ihe captain taìd 
nervously. It was dark but ihe talt masts of the 
British thips were seen againsl the starR "Gel 
Ihut conlraptìon moving so I can sail back up- 
rìver!" i 

Sgt. Lee was astonished. He hed expected ihe ji 
ship to wait to retneve him afler his atlerapt. M 
Then he thrugged and tumed to Buthnetl. "Shall W 
I do it. Mr. BushoelU In your decuioD to makcr* 



Buthnell nodded and tignaled to the scamen 
lo lower ihe Tordc into the water. using block 
and lackle. "| made her for thù. Lecl Go, and 
good luck to youl" 

Le«, using a hooded laDtcrn, nude last miouie 
checb. Then he slid into the solid blackoess of 
the Tutfc and ihey pushed him away from the 
ship. The fint voyagr of a subffiarìoe agaiost ao 
cnemy wal about lo bcginl 




The Eafle was sevcral hundred yards down- 
ttream. Lee covered half that distaoce od the sur- 
face. pedaliDg slowly, keeping an eyc oul for thc 
tongboat and the Marioe scntries ihc Eafii potted 
evcry oight lo prevcnt a surprise attack. 

ThcD, figuriog wind aod cunenl. Sgt. Lee 
ctoted the halch and pumped watcr into ihe lower 
ballast lank. using the foot pumps. He hoped he 
was tubmerged as he manipulated ihe screwt that 
would draw him bclow the Eafkt And he was 
for as he dnfted downslream he heard tbrough 
the water ihe slap of waves on a boat and the 
crcaking of oarlockt. The Eagle patrol boat wu 
passing a few feet ovcr his head. 

A h&lf hour paised. At last hc figured he was 
beneath the great mao'of-war aod he pumpcd 
the water from the bilge taok. Hc-had no idea of 
his whereabouts as he felt the Turtìe bob geolly 
to the surface. He opeoed the hatch carefully and. 
wai starlled for a momeot at the blackocis. Then 
he realized ihat he was cloie to the rudder of the 
Eaglc, in thc thadow of the loomiog ttcrn.

He was working by feel as he forced the water 
out of the tanks once more and felt the bouyancy 
press him against the timbers of the ship. Then, 

slill by feel. he began turning ihe huge screw 
'designed to penelrate the timbers of the ship. But 

as he turned he could hear a scralching sound 

And bc could feel thal thm Krcw was against 

metal. 



He stopped aod moved. then trìed agaìn. 
And Ezra Lee realized that he would fail. Thc 
Eaflc was sheathed in copper to protect the huU 
against ice and rot. 

Sgt. Lee kept working until all thc oxygen in 
his meager air supply was almost gone. He was 
weak and nearly famtmg whcn he finally escaped 
from bencath ihc huge hull.
